to keep up his physical energy. . As 
less of food eaten is burned up to 
provide muscular energy, !t is storeb 
as fat and overweight begins. 

Most cases of overweight are sinip- 
ly the result of eating more food than 
is required by the body. So it is that 
most cases of overweight can be pre- 
vented or. corrected if the food intake 
is reduced. : 

Individuals differ in the amount of 
food they use up. This difference has 
to do not only with each person's phy- 
sical activity, but with the person him- 
self, Bach then must be guided by 
his own experience as regards the 
amount of food he requires, evidenced 
by his personal sense of well being 
and his actual weight. ; 

There are tables which give us av- 
erage weights according to sex, uge 
and height. These tables serve as 
guides but it is weli to remember that 
they are average and that an individ- 
ual may be perfectly normal with a 
weight that is above or below average. 

Prevention is better than cure. In- 
sofar as overweight ig concerned, pre- 
vention is also much more comfort- 
able. .The young adult would be well 
advised to observe the first signs of 
an enlarging waistline, and cut down 
on his food as a preventive measure. 
If he does so, he may look forward 
to better health and more years of 
health, and at the same time he will 
definitely decrease the risk of con- 
tracting certain diseases. 
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Alberta’s Fine Winter 

Weather statistics compiled the 
past week by the prowncial publicity 
branch reveal how unusually fine a 
winter has been enjoyed thus far by 
the people of the province, with com- 
paratively little cold weather. In the 
month of November some remarkably 
high temperatures were recorded, the 
meéroury rising to 60 at Medicine Hat, 
5 at Lethbridge, 50 at Edmonton and 
52 at. Calgary. During that month 
Edmonton had 15 days above freez- 
ing, with a total of 19 days above 20 
degrees aud only three days below 
zero. Calgary had 18 days above 
freezing and only three days below 
zero, Lethbridge had 18 days above 
freezing and only two days below 
zero, In December the thermometer 
reached as high as 50 at Lethbridge, 
52 at Medicine Hat, 46 at Calgary and 
86 at Edmonton. At the latter point 
there were five days in which the 
mercury dropped below zero, and four 
days in which it reached above freez- 
ing, while on 17 days it was above 
the 20 degree mark. At Calgary there 
were in December seven days above 
freezing, with five days below zero, 
and 21 days altogether above the 2u 
degree mark. Lethbridge had 14 days 
above freezing in December, with 7 
days below zero, and a total of 19 
days above the 20 degree mark. In 
January, the mercury got as high as 
42 in Edmonton, 48 in Calgary and 
49 ip Lethbridge. Edmonton had 5 
days above freezing, 6 days altogether 
above the 20 degree mark, and 10 
days below zero. Calgary had 6 day» 
above freezing, a total of 11 days 
above the 20 degree mark, and only 
5 days below zero. Lethbridge had 
only 4 days below zero, with 9 days 
above freezing and 13 days altogether 
above the 20 degree mark. The cold- 
est mark in November was 23 below 
at Lethbridge, with 18 below at Cal- 
gary and 10 below at Edmonton, In 
December the coldest mark was 20 
below at.Edmonton; 14 below at Cal- 
gary and 13 below at Lethbridge. In 
January the low point was 16 below 
wt Edmonton, 14 below &t Calgary and 
12 below at Lethbridge.

Ladies and gentlemen:— 

As chairman of the Wainwright 
school board during the past year I 
have the honor and privilege of giv- 
ing you a brief resume of the work 
done by the beard during that period. 

In some respects the past year pre- 
sented unusual difficulties, in that 
economic conditions demanded" that 
the board exercise the greatest discre- 
tion in the spending of public money 
and to relieve as far as possible the 
burden of taxation borne by the rate- 
payers, and to still maintain, the high 
standing of your schools. 

The measure of success attained by 
your board in their responsibility to 
the pupils and to the mumicipality, 


" you, of course, are the judge. 


Early in the year your board rea- 
lied that three improvements and ad- 
ditions of major importance must be 
effected, namely, ne 

(1) To protect the health of the 
pupils, ventilation had to be improved, 
this required that a part of the chim- 
ney had to be taken down and re-. 
built. eal 
(2) To relieve eye strain among the 
pupils, the lighting system ‘had to be 
replaced and a more even distribu- 
tion of light obtained in the rooms 
affected. 


(3)'A fire escape of the stair typé, 


but your board considered that the 
improvements affected could not be 
delayed. : 

From early spring your board had 
under advisement the teaching of the 
full grade 12 course, commencing if 
possible at the opening of the Sep- 
tember term. 

Two ‘problems confronted the board 

in this connection: (1) An extra room 
must be provided and (2) from what 
source was the money to be procured 
to meet this extra expense? 
’ Ways and means to achieve this 
were under constant discussion by 
your board, and the resignation of 
Mr, Kyle during the summer vacation 
valuable 
assistance he coud have given re- 
garding the probable enrollment of 
the yarious grades, such information 
being absolutely necessary to the 
board before a decision could ‘he ar- 
rived at in thig connection. 

Following the appointment of, Mr. 
Thoreson as principal and -with his 
assistance it was found that by a re- 
allotment of the grades, it was possi- 
ble to dispense with the services of 
two teachers, with a further saving 
of the rent, heat, light and other ex- 
penses of a room not required under 
the new arrangement. 

T addition to the extra work en- 
tailed on the staff by the re-grouping 
of the Classes, staff salaries were re- 
duced 10 per cent. 

By reason of such economies in ex- 
penditures and with e room at their 
disposal, the board were then in a 
position to carry out their earlier pur- 
pose of teaching Grade XII and im- 
mediately appointed an assistant to 
the high schoo! staff. 

In addition to reducing the réqui- 
sition on the town by $1,000.00, the 
board were also fortunate in increas- 
ing the educational facilities of the 
school, these results have. been the 
fruit of the untiring efforts of your 
board and the loyal co-operation of 
the teaching staff. 

Before proceeding to the reading of 
the annual financial statement and 
balance sheet, I might be permitted 
to add that it is the purpose of the 
board, richer by the experiences of 
the past year, to continue the policy 
which has brought such happy re- 
sults to the school and district.

and towns and cities are having their 
difficulties in financing, but our pro- 
vincial and dominion governments are 
at their wits’ ed to keep the ship 
afloat. Many of our municipalities, 


including towns and cities, have been: 


compelled to make’ default in their 
Obligations until today there are « 
large number of these which have 
been forced into the hands of receiv- 
ers while others are casting about to 
invent novel means of financing in 
order to avoid the necessity of being 
required to follow the course of these 
others, ' . 

Thanks to the loyalty of many ui 
our taxpayers, with a wise policy on 


the part of council, we have in Wain- 


wright been able at the end of 1932 
to pay all our obligations. Just how 
long we will be able to continue doing 
80 depends upon how long these loyal 
taxpayers.can continue to meet their 
tax obligations. Just here I desire 
tod issue a word of warning to om 
citizens that unlesg you who are most 
interested in the welfare of the town 
are prepared to accept your responsi- 
bility and offer yourselves for council 
in order that the town may have the 
very best business administration pos- 
sible, just so sure will the town of 
Wainwright be forced into the posi- 
tion of these other municipalities who 
are no longer able to meet their obli- 
gations. r 


There are many causes which are 
fast dragging our municipality down. 
Many of our less intérested taxpaye:» 
are defaulting and are forfeiting their 
property while the demands upon the 
town are becoming mre and more 
pressing. We have been able to with- 
stan! these up to the present but the 
time will inevitably arrive when we 
can no longer, withstand this ever-in- 
creasing pressure and then disaster 
must necessarily follow. 

Just here let me point out that our 
total collection of current taxes in the 
year 1932 amountel to $23,324.50, 
while ‘our obligations, over which 
council had no control, amounted to 
$23,832.96. These obligations over 
which we had no contro! consisted of 
$13,000.00 to the school board, $1,- 
500.00 hospital requisition, $6,692.85 
for debenture principal and interest, 
$466.00 supplementary revenue taxes, 
$1,620.00 street lighting, $251.89 old 
age pensions, $198.85 mothers’ allow- 
ance and $103.37 on account of ne- 
giected children. When we add to’ 
thig total the amount paid out for di- 
rect relief and charity, we find that 
we have paid out almost $1,000.00 
more in these necessary payments 
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carrying on the business of the town 
under conditions which, without their 
hearty and loyal support, would other- 
wise have been difficult and perhaps 
unpleasant. j

COUNCILLOR L. COURSIER 


Dr. H. L:; Coursier, chairman of the 
health and police departments, gave 
an impromptu review of the activities 
of both these branches, 

The sanitation of the town had 
been ‘considerably improved by a4 
clean-up campaign organized by the 
department of health in the spring. 
Once a thorough clean-up had taken 
place, steps were taken to see that 
this condition was maintained 
throughout the year, ‘ 
* The major epidemics were reported 
for the year and the town as a whole 
had a clean record of health. 

_ Owing to the cordial relationships 
existing between the town council and 
the R.C.M.P, the town was really un- 
der a dual protective system and little 
crime was in evidence during the 
year, Wanwrght could proudly boast 
of being as orderly and as clean as 
any town of its size Mm the province 
of Alberta. 

Dr. Coursier spoke of the spirit of 
co-operation that existed between the 
retiring council and the mayor and 
mentioned that the mayor at all times 
was’found an energetic worker in the 
interests of the town, 


COUNCILLOR J. ROBINSON 


I have had the honor, during the 
year just ended, of presiding over the 
committee on fire, light and utilities, 
as chairman. This committee is 
charged with the expenditure of 
$385.68, which is slightly in excess of 
the cost of maintaining the depart- 
ment in thé previous year. This ex- 
cess is accounted for almost entirely 
by the holding of a convention vf the 
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formerly occupied by Mr, Rustarid. 
As frequently is the cage, the weather 
was stormy and a very high w 
‘was blowing and I feel that the 
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The Calgary Power company, tim- 


ited, have maintained a very efficient’ W*s pour, 


and creditable service throughout the 
past year. Somp. 5000 feet of wire 


with the view of improving the ser- 
vise to their customers, Many of these 
reports retate to standardization and 
efficiency and I am confident will 
result in improvement in the service. 

‘The Wainwright Gas company, lim- 
ited, have extended their service lines 
by some 2,700 feet with the result 
that to our regidents, except in the 
very sparsely settied outlying dis- 
tricts, gag is now available for heat- 
-ing purposes. ! 

During the year, your committee 
entered into an agreement with Mr. 
T. J. Telford by which he was per- 
miittee to ink up with our water sye- 
tem for the purpose of obtaining 
water for use in his block on Main 
st. for lavatory purposes, Mr. Telford 
assumed all costs in. connection with 
this and made the connection on the 
understanding that the service may 
be terminated forthwith by the town 
of Wainwright on giving notice of 
discontinuance of the service, Mr. Tel- 
ford is being charged $18.00 per an- 
num for the water used by him. 


COUNCILLOR J. PATTERSON 


During the year 1932, the activities 
of the public works committee, over 
which I had. the honor of presiding, 
were confined exclusively to 
work as is properly classifiable on the 
books as street maintenance. No cap- 
ital expenditure Was undertaken dur- 
ing the year and our efforts were ex- 
pended entirely on works such as 
grading and gravelling streets, scrap- 
ing those streets which had become 
rough with traffic and the replace- 
ment of culverts, which had reached 
the advanced stage of decay, with the 
installation of some smal! culverts to 
aid in drainage. 

By referring to the financial state- 
ment of the auditor, you wil! ascer-' 
tain that the amount charged against 
this committee in the work outlined 
totals the sum of $788.87. Of this 
amount, $47.00- was paid for main- 
tenance of the town truck, all of 
which was charged to this committee, 
$6.85 for maintenance of tools, $224.37 
for street grading and scraping, 
$99.95 for materia! and labor in cul- 
verts renewed and installed and 
$410.50 for gravelling. Just here, I 
desiré to point out that this sum of 
$788.67 was not disbursed from the 
treasury of the town. Of this sum, 
$312.45 never was in the treasury but 
consisted of work affobded to certain 
ratepayers whose property was in tax 
recovery and who were unable,

_ (During the past year I have had the 
pleasure in serving on your council 
at its various conymunications and 
have at all times endeavored to dis- 
charge my duties as appeared in the 
interests of the town as founded upon 
my best judgment. I had the honor 
of presiding over the committee on 
parks and cemetery as chairman as 
well as serving on the committees on 
health and assessment, property and 
bylaws. 

On ‘the committee on parks and 
cemetery, over which I presided as 
chairman,.my duties in relation to 
parks were not onerous. Our parks 
are not very extensive and my duties 
consisted in an effort to preserve the 

,matural beauty of certain bluffs on 
the subdivision known as the Wain- 
wright Annex, Some disposition was 
shown in cutting wood upon this land 
and the committee took steps to put 
a stop to the destruction of the beauty 
of the bluffs by forbidding the cut- 
ting of wood thereon. : 


_ ‘My duties in regard to the cemetery 
and, as far ag possible under the small 
amount of finances entrusted to me 
for the punpose, I have done what I 
could to improve the condition of the 
cemetery and lay a foundation for the 
future. The receipts from the ceme- 
tery for the year anmyounted to $75.00 
while $118.20 was expended on neces- 
Sary work and improvements. Of 
this amount spent, $83.85 was paid 
for day labor, $4.80 for opening up 
the road to the cemetery after a bad 
storm and $29.55 for materiais. and 
repairs to tools. 

It was found necessary to clean ‘out 
the well at the cemetery and to make 
repairs to the pump. The labor of 
cleaning the well cost $9.05 while the 
necessary repairs to the pump cost 
$12.30. 


The labor employed was used in 
cutting and burning weeds and grass 
and in preparing for the planting of 
caragana hedges. Some 1700 feet of 
ditch has been prepared along the 
north and east sides of the Protestant 
cemetery, and along the east ana 
south of the Roman Catholic ceme- 
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tery. All sod. has been removed and 
the ground properly prepared and 
fertilizer used #0 that all is ready for 
the planting of caragana in the 

and I trust this will be carried 
through. We had a email gate in- 
stalled at the entrance to the Roman 
Catholic cemetery. Surplus earth sur- 
rounding gravés has been removed 
as well as the sod for the hedge has 
been deposited in both cemeteries in 


position where it is readily available 


for the use of any desiring to use it 
in the improvement of graves alread 
established. °
